GAME REVIEW 

Milton Bradley has long since had one of the finer games on the market. CANDY 
LAND is a game that can be played by many over and over again with no two games 
being alike. The board comes on heavy cardstock that will take an endless amt 
of abusement. The game uses absolutely no dice. Movement is done by selecting 
chance cards. Each space is scaled to represent one mile and the entire journey 
to "home" is 135 miles, so it is no short trek. You can take a shortcut through 
the Gumdrop Mountains or take the Rainbow Trail but be careful, "you might get 
stuck in the Cherry Pitfalls or the Molasses Swamp. Rules are fairly easy to 
understand and as far as I know the rules remain unchanged since 1955. Let's see 
SPI make that statement. 

While I was doing the research and playtesting of CL I ran across this very 
interesting opening statement "CANDY LAND" is a game of bright colors anr* pretty 
pictures made especially for little folks, many of whom are too young to read. 
It. also includes features which make it an interesting game for older children." 
What other game that we all play fits that description?

(Crimea/ Jan. 10) Adding further to the confusion in the Empire sources at the 
Summer Palace report that Prince Michael is hold-up there and has also been 
aspiring to the crown. As you may ^remember the Taar was last reported as 
being seriously ill and little was heard about him for sometime thereafter, 
that is to say little was heard from him, which is not quite the same thing 
you know. Rumors have been flying that a plot cooked up by the Grand Duke 
and Prince Alexander, with some assistance from Prince Nicholas forced the 
Tzar's abdication. A period of military disorganization and political 
confusion followed thereafter. 

The Tzar was last reported in Moscow, the scheamers in St. Petersbur, and Prince 
cum Tzar Michael in the Summer Palace. Normally in such times the foreign 
representatives would be trekking about the country trying their eager best 
to impress whomever might be later officially "in charge". However, that was 
not the case. Most of the foreign officials were in their apartments 
"otherwise engaged." The general apathy was highlighted by the response to 
Prince/Tzar Michael's invatation to attend the court at the Summer Palace and 
avoid the rather unpleasant weather of the North. The only person to arrive 
the Military attache for the Sublime Torte, dropped in not, as it turned out, 
to see the Prince/Tzar, but to relieve himself while on his journey to join 
the Embassy in St. Petersburg. 
(Crimea/Feb 2) The Council of State has arrived in Sevastopol to meet with Tzar- 
apparent Michael. Sources close to the palace report that the military has 
decided to back Michael fully and a date is being set for the coronation, the 
poor Tzar having passed-on. God Save the Tzar. 

(OVer) 
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(St. Petersburg/Feb 27) The coronation cermcny was the usual flashy but boring 
scene with everyone standing around trying to look pompous and important. 
Servants were trying to look servile. Attendants attempted to look attentive. 
Officials attempted tn look official, sporting their best suets and plumpest 
bellies. Royalty attempted to look royal by pretending it was all just a 
small get-together in comparison with their own parties. 
The procession was cheerful and colorful. The paid crowd leaders cheared and 
lead shouts of long-life to the Emperor, rushing up and pushing against the 

lines of Royal Guards at the appropriate moments to give it all just the right 
favor. Remarkably the procession was free of assassinations and bombs, which 
had caused some disappointment among tho waiting crowd which had come to see 
something exciting and had come too late to get in on the "favors" handed out 
for cheering. 

(St. Petersburg/Apr 14) The War Ministry announced today that an attempt by 
English gunboats to shell and invade Archangel (North of St. Pete) had been 
repulsed by the First Army normally billited around Moskow. The ttar Minister 
reported that the Tzar was not pleased with the "friendship" shown by the 
Dritish who had reportedly offered to consider joining an alliance with the 
Tzar against the Kaiser as soon as the Germans had made some progress against 
the French. The Tzar had previously informed the War Minister that the GER 
and The English governments were to be considered non-beligerant. The War 
Minister further reported that thte Foreign Ministry was awaiting some word 
from the German government as to their complicity in this matter. 

(Warsaw/May 3) Amid the diplomatic confusion following the statement by the 
War Ministry *hat the English Amba&safioi: had offered an alliance^ against the 
Germans the Foreign Minister has agreed to release the entire contents of 
the message to the German Ambassador if the German Ambassador has an interest 
in it.
